Maj-ence, Germany, Sept, 31. — A 


great explosion today at the chemical 
products plant of Lhe Badlsche Anlllu- 
fnbrik company at Oppa.u, on 
the 


Rliine, wrecked the town and spread 
death and destruction on .every hand. 


The number of kilted is variously 


estimated at from 1,000 to 1,500, and 
the Injured olose to 2,000. One re- 
fort says taht there were 3,000 men 
on die spot 'at 'the time of Ute ex- 
plosion and It IB believed that about 
half of these were killed. The town 
oC Oppau Is & scene of utter desola- 
tion, more (Jian a third of the houses 
having been destroyed, while the roofs 
of the others were swept off as If 
by a whirlwind. Here

iv ere killed or injnred. 


The explosion Is attributed by some 


to excess pressure in two adjoining 
gasometers, the -whole of this part of 
the works being literally pulverised. 
Where the gasometers stood is now a 
funnel-shaped hole 130 yards wide and 
45 yards deep, while twisted girders 
and debris of every description lies 
scattered about. For a distance of 
several hundred yards, not a wall la 
left standing-. 


The directorate of the company is 


quoted as saying that the explosion oc- 
curred in a. storehouse containing 4.- 
000 tons Of nitrous sulphates, which 
had previously hen examined and was 
believed to be free from danger ot 
explosion. 


Many lojurefl In 


Ail the workmen's dwellings in the 


vicinity were razed. At Mannheim, on 
the opposite side of the river, 35 per- 
sons were seriously injured and 200 
or more slightly injured. Ludwgshar- 
cn reports say that three workmen's 
trains were buried under the wreck- 
age and many children on their way 
to school in that town were injured. 


Heart-rending scenes were witness- 


ed on all sides. At the little ceme- 
tery on the outskirts of Oppau there 
are already more than 300 bodies laid 
out on the grass. Numerous tomb- 
stones were lifted and hurled in var- 
iujs directions by the force of the ex- 
plosion. There was not a door or 
window left intact for a radius of 
three miles, 


French medical units are aiding1 in 


the rescue work. Assistance also has 
)>e»n rushed from all the neighboring 
tnwns and all public and private mo- 
tor cars and vehicles were requisi- 
tioned. The roads leading to Oppau

colonial Infantry, who was *n eye- 
witness, said: 


"I was riding close to the factory 
at 7:30 in the morning when sudden- 
ly I heard a dull rumbling. The earth 
seemed to quiver and an immense 
column of flame and smoke shot up 
a. few hundred yards from me, follow- 
ed by an explosion and a rush of air 
which hurled me and my horse to 
tho earth. When I picked myself up, 
an immense cloud of dust and smoke 
hid part or that factory near the gaso- 
meters. Atl sorts ot objects, beams, 
blocks, stones and bricks rained down 
on. the pavement. 


"Hearing cries behind me, I turned 


and realized that the village of Oppau 
was destroyed by an 
earthquake. 


Shortly after, the main buildings of 
the plant burst into flames, and the 
air was filled with the fumes of am- 
monia. Twenty minutes after the first 
explosion, there was another, but less 
violent. 
"The alarm was quickly given and 


in less than half an hour after the 
first explosion, help arrived. Unfor- 
tunately, as further explosions were 
feared, the rescue parties -were not 
able to get to work properly before S 
o'clock." 


A late statement issued by the man- 


agement ot the Oppau factories says 
that the explosion occurred in a reser- 
voir containing 200 tons of ammonium 
sulphate. It adds that all necessary 
precautions had been taken during 
the process of manufacture and stor- 
ing the product, so that an explosion 
appeared impossible. An inquiry has 
been opened. 


The disaster appears to hav* been 


one of the most terrible in the history 
of industrial catastrophes. 


Blast In Laboratory- 


The first .explosion occurred when 
the shifts were being changed at 7:45 
a. m. in a. laboratory where 800 men 
were working. AH of these were re- 
ported to have been killed. 
The explosion was followed by a 
rapid succession of others, which ren- 
dered assistance to the first victims 
Impossible. 


The shock was felt as far as Frank- 


fort, more than 40 'miles away, and 
many windows were broSen there. 


The whole district was enveloped 


In thick smoke, which, together with 
the cutting of telegraph and telephone 
communication 
with 
neighboring 


towns, hampered the efforts at assist- 
ance. 


All available fire 
brigades were 


rushed to the sjiot, but the work of 
rescue was found by the relief par- 
ties to be exceedingly difficult. 
.. 


Rescuers who penetrated 
Oppau 


reported finding hundreds of dead and 
wounded lying In the debris. The un- 
injured inhabitants had fied in panic. 


The reports from the scene vari- 


ously described the disaster as due 
to the" explosion of a gas tank or a 
spirits tank, 


One of the most circumstantial re- 


ports says the first explosion occurred 
In laboratory No. 53 of the old plant 
Of the Badisehe company in Oppau. 
The laboratory was raised bodily by 
the air pressure rrom the shock and 
then collapsed, not-a single one of 
the 800 workers In It escaping death, 
this account states. 


Further Explosions Not iWred. 
Frankfort-on-the-Main. 
Germany. 
Sept. 21. — The Badisehe Anillnfabrik 
company, according to the Frankfur- 
ter ZSetung, states that its plant at 
Oppau, where today's disastrous ex- 
plosion occurred, waa "partially de- 
stroyed." Further explosions were not 
feared. 


The company's plant at Ludwies- 


hafen, one of the largest in Germany, 
was not harmed. The Frankenthal 
sugar refinery, however, was consid- 
erably damaged. 


Here in Frankfort the street cars 
were temporarily tied up by the ef- 
fects of the concussion. 


Reports from the scene say that 


large forces of police and firemen 
equipped with gas masks to guard 
them from the chemical fumes are 
working to remove the injured but are 
being hampered 
by a shortage of 


transportation.

FREIGHTS AND FORESTRY. 
Tho New York State College of 


Forestry referring to a Htatement made 
by Colonel William B. Greetey, chief 
forester ot the United States that It 
now costs Chicago $22,500.000 more 
a year for freight on lumber than It 
did thirty yeara ago, Inquires thirty 
years hence what wilt freight on lum- 
ber cost Chicago?

000 for freight on lumber.

There are suggestions with pracc- 


tlcal demonstrations of the results ac- 
complished. One Is a display ot clover 
where linie h«s been used and along- 
side is another taken from the same 
field where lime was not used. The 
results are notable. 
Then too the 
Farm bureau expert* are emphasiz- 
ing that timothy is not especially a 
good food for cows. 
When there is 


mixed with it alfalfa, or vetch, the 
crop Is greatly Increased 1n volume 
and the value of. the product aa a 
milk ration is much enhanced. From 
the farm of A. Leonard at Mt- Upton 
Is shown a bundle of the mixed fodder 
and from the acre 4:26 tons were 
harvested while from the same Held 
where only timothy was harvested 
but 1,9 tons were secured.
